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processing queue " in such a manner as recited in claims 12, and as best 
illustrated by FIG.l and in such a manner as recited in independent claims 1 
and 38 and as pointed out in page 16, of Applicant's response of 
(05/21/2008). 

"...making a sub-routine call by the transaction terminal application to 
a lower level layer of central transaction terminal monitoring and
